Then the young woman began weep- 
ing, and declared she felt faint. 

“You had better go nome and let me 
do the fainting,” said Casale, trying to 
stop the flow of blood with a handker- 
chief. 

Miss Cooney became half hysterical, 
but Casale prevailed on her to leave the 
place. He tried to make his way to the 
front of his saloon, where he keeps a 
revolver, in order to fire it and attract 
attention, but found he was tod much 
weakened by loss of blood. He feared 
he would faint and die alone. There is

and Casale used that to talk to Police 
Headquarters. It was then 1:15 a, m. 

“A woman has shot me, ane I am 
bleeding to death,” he said. 

Woman's Note in His Pocket. 
Sergt. McCormack and Patrolman

found Casale unconscious. When revived 
he would not tell who had shot him, 
McCormack found a revolver behind Aa 
counter, with one chamber empty. In 
a closet he found a woman's jacket, 
red stained. He found in Casale’s coat 
a note which read: 

Jim: Can you come over to the 
park a while this afternoon? I think 
the air wil] do me good. I am so 
lonesome. Will be there all after- 
noon. Answer. GRACE. 

Takes Her to Hespital. 

Ther McCormack recollected that 
Casaie had caused a young woman's ar- 
rest two months ago, saying she had 
threatened his life. She was released 
because Casale refused to prosecute, 
but he found her name and address on 
the blotter at the Laclede Avenue Sta- 
tion. It was Miss Cooney. 

When McCormack learned this he 
went to the girl's home and waited 
there until she came in at 9 a. m. 
Then he took her to the hospital for

Breaks in Door, Passes Crib, Kicks Landlady; 
Couple Who Adopted Infant Separated, But

A negro, apparently bent on:kidnaping the 2-year-old foster-da 
Harry Walker, a white man, stopped Walker Tuesday as he was about to en- 
ter, the home of Mrs. Effie Roper at 3418 Hitkory street, the child’s boarding 


place. 


Walker was knocked down, slashed repeatedly and kicked into uncon- 
sciousness by the negro, who then kicked in the front door and started into | 


the house, passing the crib of the baby, 

While Walker lay senseless at the 
and started in pursuit of her, crying, 
baby.’’ 


He overtook Mrs. Roper in the next 
yard and knockefl her down, but al- 
though he still carried his knife he did 
not use it. Instead, he kicked her re- 
peatedly in the head and side. 

As she ran, she picked up a rusty two- 
edged sword from a cabinet. She fled 
into the adjoining yard, and got through 
na window into the basement, the negro 
following. 

When Mrs. Roper emerged from the 
aoor the negro overtook her, knocked 
the sword out of her hand, felled her 
with a blow of his fist, and kicked her 
again and again in the side and on.the 
head. 

Neighbors Come to Aid, 

Neighbors began to run toward the 
yard, and the negro fied through an 
Half a dozen men chased him 
two blocks, until he dodged through 
a yard, and they lost trace of him. 

The reason for the assault is a mys- 
tery. Walker and his wife recently 
separated, but the police do not Tre- 
gard this as satisfactory explanation 
for the negro’s conduct. _ 

Walker lives at 118 South Compton 
avenue. Since his separation from 
Mrs. . Walker, MPs. Roper has *been 
keeping the baby. Every morning Walk- 
er has called at the house to see the 
baby and often repeats the visits during 
the day. 

The negro followed him down the 


street at 7 a. m. Tuesday and stopped 


him at the front gate. 

“Is yous name Walker?’ 
“ec ) 

“Yes,” said Walker. 

“You're the man I want,” said the 
negro, and put his hand ‘to his -hip 
pocket. Walker fn alarm grasped the 
negro’s arm, but the negro tossed him 
aside and bégan using the knife. 

After the negro had escaped Walker 
was taken to the ‘city hospital, where 
his condition was said to be serifous. He 
recovered consciousness there, and said 
he never before had seen the negro. 
Mrs. Roper, who received medical at- 
tention at her home, said she did not 
know her assailant. 

Willingly Gave Up Child. 

Walker's wife was Miss Edith Ed- 
wards of Kansas City. She went to 
visit her parents two months ago and 
took her adopted child with her. Mrs. 
Roper says that Walker told her that 
after six weeks Mrs. Walker wrote to 
him that she did not expect to return to 
live with him, and that he had better 
come after the baby. 

Walker. sent money to his wife for 
tranSportation, and she came to St. 
Louis. He tdld Mrs. 
willingly gave up the child to him, and 
had not expressed quesite since to have 
custody of it. 

Mrs. Roper is a lita 84 years old, 

Sergt. Driscoll of the Magnolia Ave- 
nue District, investigating the assaults, 
found that a hegro had got Mrs. Ro- 
per’s address at Wells’ grocery, La 
Salle street and Compton avenue. The 
negro first called there Saturday n'‘o%t, 
tut.

She said she and 
ner husband lived at 1118 South Comp- 
ton avenue until May 1, when the sep- 
aration, their third, occurred. 

“We adopted the: child after a sepa- 
ration a yéar and a half ago, hoping it 
would help us to get-along better to- 
gether,’ said the wife. ‘‘We know who 
the baby’s parents are, and I do not 
see how they can have been back of this 
negro’s action; ‘I- think he was irre- 
sponsible and possibly was actuated by 
some grudge.

BG BILLBOARDS 
-ANOCKED OUT BY 
SUPREME COURT 


Missouri Judges Rule Ordinance 
Prohibiting Double Deckers 4 
Is Valid. 


The Missouri Supreme Court Tuesday 
upheld the validity of the St. Louis 
ordinanees regulating billboards. : 

Under this decision thousands of. feet 


‘tof unsightly boards may be’ torn down 


or so altered as to meet the require- 
ments of the law. The city also may col- 
lect license taxes. which large advertio 
ing. companies have refused to pay in 
the last four years while the litigation 
was pending. 

According to the Supreme Court de- 
cision there can be no double-deck bDill- 
boards in St. Louis. 

No billboard may be more than 14 feet 
high or cover a superficial area of mcre 
than 500 square feet. 

All boards must be at least 15 feet 
from the building line. 

There must be a clear space of at least 
two feet under each board, and when 
a board occupies a vacant lot, there 
must be a clear space of two feet at 
each end between the board and the ad- 
joining buildings. 

No board may be more than 50 feet 
long, and where two boards are side 
by side,* there must be a space of at 
least two feet between their ends. 

Illegal Boards to Come Down, 

Building Commissioner Smith, who 
will retire from office Wednesday, said 
Tuesday afternoon that he believes the 
city will at once begin tearing down il-. 
legal blilboards. 

The fight against the validity of the 
ordinance Was made by. the Gunnning 
system, which controls practically all 
of the bill boards in St. Louls. Bua 
Commissioner Smith had the em 
of the Gunning system arrestc 
erecting a double decker bill board 
North Broadway, 
Top Market. 

The company obtained an injunction 
against the Building Commissioner in 
the St: Louis Circuit Court. The city 
appealed, to, the Supreme Court. Last 
fall Division No. 1 of the Supreme Court 
dissolved the injunction and upheld the 
validity of the ordinance. On motion 
the case was referred to the court en 
banc. All judges with the exception of. 
Judge Graves concurred in the opinion. 
* “All the double-decker billboards in 
St. Louis.will have to come down’ now,” 
Smith, 
when notified of the decision. ‘“The bill- 
board companies will also have to com- 
ply with the other provisions of the 
aw.” 

During the years that the ordinance 
has been in litigation the city has lost 
a considerable sum of money on per- 
mits. The Building Department refused 
to issue permits for the erection of bill- 
boards that did not comply with the or- 
dinance, but the advertising companies 
went ahead and erected them under the 
protection of the injunction. 


Holds Ordinance Necessary. 
The Supreme Court decision, written 


by Judge Woodson, says that the bill- 
is necessary for the 
maintenance of the peace, safety, moral- 
ity, health, good government and gen- 
eral welfare of the city. 

While there is no clause in the city 
charter authorizing the adoption of this 
specific ordinance, the court holds that

MADERO GIVES 
CONSENT TO FIGHT

EL PASO, Tex., May 
admitted today that he had given his 
consent to a general attack on Juarez, 
tut explained that various circumstances 
had precipitated it. He declared that 
reports which had reached him were 
that the Federals had opened fire and 
that the men who had been reported as 
revolting against his lead had pursued 
them of their own accord and could not 
relinquish their position. He listened 
to the council of his chiefs, who ad-;| 
vised a general attack, and. though he 
made an effort to arrange an armistice 
last night, it failed bécause of the prog- 
ress the attack alr y had made. All 
the leaders have been acting under Gen. 
Madero’s orders. They have surrounded 
Juarez with their men and prospects are 
that the battle will continue throughout 
the day without any decisive turn. 

Gen. Madero was at his headquarters 
receiving the reports from the front and 
with him were the various political 
chiefs, confident of an insurrecto vic- 
tory.

SAVAGE ASSAULT 


Dead and Waunded Are Left 


Lying in the Street After . 


Sunrise Battle, but Ameri- 


cin Troops Withhold Per-} 


mission to Cross Into the 
Mexican Town. 





FEDERALS HOLD ON 
AT CUSTOMS HOUSE 


Watchers From the United 
States Line the Border and 
See Progress of Fight— 
Boy Escapes in Dash for 
Liberty; Companions Shot 


By Assoctated Press. 
SAN DIEGO, Cal., May 9.—Tia Juana, 


Lower California, was captured by the 
insurrectos at 5 o’clock this morning 
after a short, savage fight. 

Many are dead and wounded on both 
sides. It is impossible to ascertain defi- 
nitely how many have been killed, for 
the United States troops at the line re- 
fuse to aliow any one to cross into the 
Mexican town, 

Buildings in the town have been fired 
by the rebels, and dead bodies are vis- 
ible through field glasses {n the streets 
and near the Catholic Church, which 
hds been burned. 

About fifteen or twenty Federals from 
the adobe customs house*made a rush 
¢n horseback for freedom at 9 o'clock. 


‘Half of them reached to the school- 


house, a large wooden building on the 
Mexican side of the line. They were 
seen to drop from their horses one by 
one under the rebel fire. 
Firing in the town ceased at 9:50 
o'clock and rebel cheers could be heard. 
A force of 25 rebels who arrived from 
Tia Juana this morning, going down the 
river bed between the Mexican town and 
the American line and taking up a po- 
sition in the rear of the custom house, 
caused its fall. The adobe building, no 
longer tenable, was deserted by the Fed- 
erals and the race for the schoolhouse 


through a gauntlet of bullets was be- | 


gun. 

At 10:30 o'clock this morning a tele- 
phone message from the camp of the 
troops at the line said that the Federals 
in the schoolhouse had abandoned the 
building and reached the American line 
in safety, where they surrendered to 
the United States troops. 

No Federals Near Town. 

It is believed that there are now no 
Federal soldiers, regular or volunteer, 
in the vicinity of Tijuana. From the 
American line, half a mile away, the 
rebels could be plainly seen in the 
streets of Tijuana, throwing up their 
hats and calling and beckoning to the 
hundreds of spectators at the line to 
visit the town. 

A Red Cross party, as the result of a 
request sent from the rebel leaders, was 
made up at the line to visit the town 
and care for the wounded. 

The United States troops at the line 
were reinforced this afternoon by 50 
men from Fort Rosecrans and the vigi- 
vlance of the men and officers has been 
redoubled to prevent sympathizers and 
the curious from crossing the line. 

The attack was a complete surprise to 
the Federal forces. Confident that the 
flanking party of 40 men sent out of 
Tia Juana last night had~ forced the 
rebels to retire, the defenders were rest- 
ing in supposed security when the as- 
Sault came at daylight. All but one or 
two of the flanking party are thought 
to have heen Killed or wounded. 

Are Drawn Into Trap. 

The party left Tia Juana last night 
about 9 o'clock. A mile or so east of 
Own, in the entrance to a canyon it en- 
countered rebel skirmishers. 
era: force pressed on and was drawn 
into a trap and practically exterminated. 

In this engagement Sam Wood, elected 
by the rebels to succeed Jack Mosby in 
command, and his negro aide, were 
killed. How many other rebela were 
killed in the brief struggle is not yet 
known. 

A scouting party sent out later by the 
Federals at Tia Juana, finding no trace 
of the flanking party, returned late last 
night with the report that the rebels 
probably had retreated. The town went 


“to sleep. No guards were posted. 


An irregular volley at close range 
awakened the defenders of the town 
this morning, te* tate for them to gain 
the trenches and resist the rush of the 
rebels. Part of thlederals entered the 
Catholic Church, a wooden bullding. 
Others entered the adobe customs house. 
The rest fled, only to be shot down as 
they ran. 

One smal) party managed to break 
through the rebel lines and escape to 
the south.

Circular Sent Out. 


A circular issued by the Executive 
Committee says in part: 

“The orchestra should be sent on 
tours to spread the fame of St. Louis 
as a truly metropolitan center of cul- 
ture and a number of town engage- 
ments have already been filled by the 
Symphony Orchestra with great success. 
There are almost a dozen towns in Mis- 
souri alone that now arrange for con- 
gerts with the Minneapolis and other 
outside ofchestras, and more than fifty 
towns in what may be regarded:strictly 
St. Louis territory that should be visit- 
ed from time to time by .our orchestra. 

“The prestige that such tours would 
sive St. Louis cannot be overestimated. 

“Nothing has perhaps contributed 
more to the advertisement of Chicago 
and Boston than the magnificent per- 
formances of their orchestras given an- 
nually in a Jarge number of tswns in 
their respective territories. The society 
can acccmplish the results for St. Louis 
uhder guaranties against loss as soon 
as the committee feels justified in in- 
curring the necessary preliminary ex- 
penses.’”’ 


Other Arguments. 


The other argument being advanced 
by Chairman Koehler and his associates 
to show the commercial importance of 
the orchestra, is its power to draw 
week-end visitors to the city. 

Koehler calls attention to the fact that 
Chicago's orchestra draws music-lovers 
from every city, town and’ village in the 
Chicsgzo trade terrftory, usually for 
week-end stays, and that these visits, di- 
rectly traceable to the orchestra, have 
become a source of considerable, profit 
to the retailers, wholesalers and man- 
ufacturers. 

Although Chicago has developed a 
taste for fine music, and the hearty sup- 
port .of its orehestra doubtless can be 
traced in the main to genuine public 
spirit, the business men, of course, can 
make their subscriptions more heartily, 
knowing that in addition to benefiting 
their city educationally they are put- 
ting money in their own pockets.

FILES BOND FOR UPPER 





Wants It Understood, He Says, 
That He Is Not Seeking 
a Monopoly. 





Jeptha D. Howe and H. D. Mepham, 
representing the Southern Traction Co. 
of Illinois, went to the City Register’s 
office Tuesday and formally filed the 


company’s acceptance of the ordinance 
granting to it a franchise to run elec- 
tric cars over the upper roadway of 
the free bridge and over a loop through 
the downtown streets. 

The company, through Howe and 
Mepham, filed a $25,000 bond as a guar- 
antee that it will give a $200,000 bond to 
carry out the provisions of the ordi- 
nance. The St. Louis Union Trust Co. 
is surety on the guarantee bond. 

Howe, after accepting the franchise, 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter that he 
would soon have introduced in the Mu- 
icipal Assembly a bill giving his com- 
pany the right to run steam cars over 
the lower roadway of the free bridge. 
A similar bill was introduced at the last 
session, but was withdrawn on the ad- 
vice of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments, which held that the company 
did not have sufficient switching facili- 
ties on the St. Louis side of the river to 
carry out its part of the contract with 
the city. 

“We will remedy that,” said Howe. 
“We are now planning a working ar- 
rangement with the Manufacturers’ 
Kailway by which we can obtain ample 
storage room for our coal cars. I am 
gscing on aj} tour of inspection of the 
Manufacturers’ Railway system with 
August A. Busch anda party of out- of- 
iown visitors. , 

-“A lot of wire-cutters are working 
against us, but-we will succeed. I would 
like to see the city build its own street 
car tracks from the west approach of 
the free bridge into St. Louis. Rather 
than build these tracks ourselves, we 
‘would rather pay the city a fair com- 
pensation for thefr use. We want to 
make it clear that we are not trying to 
monopolize any right of transportation 
over the free bridge.”’ 

The People’s League has prepared 
bills to repeal the Southern Traction 
ordinance. The league made a fight 
against the franchise and is raising 
funds to test its legality.

St. Louis Aviation Leader Buys

DAYTON, O., May 9.—International 
aviation meeets will be held in four 
cities in this country this summer, ar- 
rangements having been made today at 
@ conference between President A. B. 
Lambert of the St. Louis Aero Club, 


President James E. Plew of the Illinois | 


Aero Club, the Wright Brothers and Ex- 
hibition Manager Roy Knabenshue. 

The cities favored are St. Louis and 
Kansas City, which were represented by 
Lambert, ahd Chicago and Indianapolis, 
represented at the conference by Plew. 

The exact dates for the meets .were 
uot determined, but the contests prob- 
anly will be held between Aug. 1 and 
Sept. 1. 

St. Louis likely will get the first meet, 
Chicego the second, Indianapolis the 
third and Kansas City the fourth. 

Many Americans and an unusual num- 
ber of European aviators will partici- 
pate in the event, which will be on a 
very large scale, made possible by the 
four: consecutive dates. 

Lambert Goes Fiying. 

Lambert and Plew visited the Wright 
testing grounds late Monday and were 
taken up in a Wright biplane by Avi- 
autor Turpin. 

President Lambert closed a contract 
for the purchase of a Wright machine 
to be delivered at the earliest possible 
date. He said several other St. Louis 
Aero Club members were ready to close 
contracts for machines and that his club 
would have the best equipped “stable” 
of flyers in the country before the end 
of the summer. 

The Wrights today shipped a machine 
to J. E. Cochrane, a New York sports- 
man. :

Chairman Hornsby of the Public Serv- 
ice Commission said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter: “‘We have just started work- 
ing out the plan of the universal trans- 
fer system we will recommend. The city 
claims the right to enforce universal 
transfers under the Central Traction 
ordinance. I have not studied the ordi- 
nance closely enough to form an opin- 
ion as to whether the city’s claim is 
well founded. 

“There are a few points in St. Louis 
which cannot be reached from ocher 
points except upon the payment of two 
fares. There are other points which 
could be reached by more direct routes 
than tltose used under the present sys- 
tem. 

Dr. Boyd Is Spokesman. 

“The commission will try to devise a 
plan that will be fair to the company, 
as well ag to the people of the city.” 

The Rey. Dr.' Boyd, who acted as 
spokesman for the committee that called 
on Capt. McCulloch, said that the pres- 
ent transfer system imposed a hardship 
on many laboring people, who had to go | 
to and from their work by long, cir- 
cuitous routes, or pay two fares, which 
they could not afford.

“The prestige that such tours would 
sive St. Louis cannot be overestimated. 

“Nothing has perhaps contributed 
more to the advertisement of Chicago 
and Boston than the magnificent per- 
formances of their orchestras given an- 
nually in a large number of towns in 
their respective territories. The society 


Jeptha D. Howe and H. D. Mepham, 
representing the Southern Traction Co. 
of Illinois, went to the City Register’s 
office Tuesday and formally filed the 


company's acceptance of the ordinance 
grdnting to it a franchise to run elec- 
tric cars over the upper roadway of 
the free bridge and over a loop through 
the downtown streets. 

The company, through Howe and 
Mepham, filed a $25,000 bond as a guar- 
antee that it will give a $200,000 bond to 
carry out the provisions of the ordi- 
nance. The St. Louis Union Trust Co. 
is surety on the guarantee bond. 

Howe, after accepting the franchise, 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter that he 
would soon have introduced in the Mu- 
icipal Assembly a bill giving his com- 
pany the right to run steam cars over 
the lower roadway of the free bridge.’ 
A similar bill was introduced at the last 
session, but was withdrawn on the ad- 
vice of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments, which held that the. company 
did not have sufficient switching facili- 
ties on the St. Louis side of the river to 
carry out its part of the contract with 
the city. 

“We will remedy that,’’ said Howe. 
“We are now planning a working ar- 
rangement with the Manufacturers’ 
Kailway by which we can obtain ample 
storage room for our coal cars. I am 
gscing on a) tour of inspection of the 
Manufacturers’ Railway system with 
August A. Busch anda party of out- of- 
iown visitors. , 

-“A lot of wire-cutters are working 
against us, but-we will succeed. I would 
like to see the city build its own street 
car tracks from the west approach of 
the free bridge into St. Louis. Rather 
than build these tracks ourselves, we 
would rather pay the city a fair com- 
pensation for thefr use. We want to 
make it clear that we are not trying to 
monopolize any right of transportation 
over the free bridge.”’ 

The People’s League has prepared 
bills to repeal the Southern Traction 
ordinance. The league made a fight 
against the franchise and is raising 
funds to test its legality.

UNIVERSAL CAR 
TRANSFER PLAN 
BEING PERFECTED 


Public Service Commission Will 
Embody Suggestion in Re- 
port on United ‘Railways. 





The i Publie Service Commission is 
working out a universal street car 
transfer system by means of which a 
passenger may be carried to his desti- 
nation by the shortest and most direct 
route. The transfer plan will be em- 
bodied in the report of the commission 
on the United Railways Co. 

The People’s League, which is trying 
to get universal transfers, sent a dele- 


gation comprised of Dr. W. W. Boy:.l, 
S. L. Moser and J. P. McDonough to 
wait on Capt. McCulloch, general man- 
ager of United Railways, Tuesday. The 
committee requested that the company 
put into effect as soon as possible a 
transfer system by which a passenger 
could go. from any part of the city to 
another upon the payment of one 5-cent 
fare, and also by the shortest route, 
even if, it was necessary to issue a 
transfer-on a transfer. The committee 
called on Capt. McCulloch at 11 a. m, 
Working Out the Plan. 

Chairman Hornsby of the Public Serv- 
ice Commission said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter: ‘‘We have just started work-} 
ing out the plan of the universal trans- 
fer system we will recommend. The city 
claims the right to enforce universal 
transfers under the Central Traction 
ordinance. I have not studied the ordi- 
nance closely enough to form an opin- 
ion as to whether the city’s claim is 
well founded. 

“There are a few points in St. Louis 
which cannot be reached from ocher 
points except upon the payment of two 
fares. There are other points which 
could be reached by more direct routes 
than those used under the present sys- 
tem. 

Dr. Boyd Is Spokesman. 

“The commission will try to devise a 
plan that will be fair to the company, 
as well ag to the people of the city.” 

The Rev. Dr. Boyd, who acted as 
spokesman for the committee that called 
on Capt. McCulloch,.said that the pres- 
ent transfer system imposed a hardship 


on many laboring people, who had to go | 


to and from their work by long, cir- 
cuitous routes, or pay two fares, which 
they could not afford. 

United Railways offered to establish 
a universal transfer system as a part 
of the proposed mill tax compromise, 
recently defeated by the Municipal As- 
sembly. The company offered to give 
transfers on transfers wherever they 
were required to enable a pasgenger to 
reach his destination by direct route.

SAME FOUR WIRES 


They Telegraph and Telephone 
From New York to Denver on 
Identical ‘Lines.

NEW YORK, May 8.—Fhe human 
voice carried 2000 miles direct when 
New York found Denver over the 
long-distance telephone wires. Man- 
hattan newspaper men in a down- 
town skyscraper, talking to a group 


in the Colorado city, picked up Omaha 
on the way and also gossiped with 
Chicago. 

A “phantom” telephone, connected 
with four copper wires, the thickness 
of a lead pencil, brought the cities 
together and in all 22 persons were 
exchanging messages by telephone 
and telegraph at once over these four 
wires. 

While the reporters talked last 
night 16 telegraph operators worked 
the New York-Chicago ends of four 
duplex telegraph instruments. The. 
same four wires and the same current 
sufficed for the simultaneous needs 
of the 22 senders and receivers of 
messages. 

“The next step is San Francisco,” 
declared J. J. -Carty, chief engineer 
of the American Telegraph and Teles 
phone Co., who, superintended the 
extension of service. “We are on the 
right track and before long will havo 
our wires clear through from New 

ork to San Francisco.”

‘75,000 MILES T 
WARSHIP RECORD 


Sailors Contend Our Dread- 
naught at Coronation Will 
Outrival Other Ships, 


NOT A NEW BOLT NEEDED 


After Remarkable Voyage Little 
Is Required to Fit Vessel for 
Trip to England. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, May 9%.—Although the 


roster of the international] fleet which 
is to ride off Spitheafi in honor of the 


coronation of King George has not been 
officially declared, the officers and 
crew of the American representative 
at that naval show are willing. to bet 
that no vessel there can approach the 
extraordinary steaming record which 
their own ship, the dreadnaught Dela- 
ware, has accomplished. e 

The vessel has just come to the New 
York navy yard to be fitted out as the 
flagship of Rear Admiral Vreeland, nav- 
al representative of this nation at the 
coronation ceremonies. Since she left 
these shores in December, the Delaware 
has churned through 2,000 miles of 
ocean, a record which her officeys con- 
tend, ig unapproached by any warship 
of any nation. 

Speed Trial Is Ordered. 

When she was on the last leg of the 
long trip from Valparaiso, where she 
had gone to convey the body of the 
dead Chilean Minister, Senor Cruse, 
Capt. Gove received a wireless message 
directing him to prepare his vessel for 
a full speed trial off the Rockland 
course. The Delaware was nearing Bos- 
ton. 
Designed for 21 khots an hour, on her 
builder’s trial, with a clean*“bottom and 
with picked coal, she had averaged 21.55 
knots for the first four hours of the 
run and a trifle over 20 knots for the 
entire 24 hours: of the test.

The news of this triumph went to 
Washington by wireless. Soon the ves- 
sel was ordered to this port to fit out 
for the coronation. Little fitting out 
is needed—not a new bolt or brace be- 
ing needed in the engineroom—except 
a rearrangement of her officers’ quar- 
ters, to make room for the Admtfral and 
his staff. 

This is the story the officers tell of 
the Delaware. With 15 ether battle- 
ships of the Atlantic fleet, the Dela- 
ware made the notable eruise to Euro- 
pean waters. From Europe the fleet 
went to Guantanamo. There the Del- 
aware was directed to Hampton Roads 
to convey the body of the Chilean Min- 
ister to Valparaiso.

WAR ON POLYGAMY 


Matthais F. Cowley, Former 
Well-Known Apostle, to

SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, May 9.~ 
Matthias F. Cowley is to be cited for 
trial Wednesday before the Council of 
the Twelve Apostles of the Mormon 
Church, The charges against him are 
exactly like those on which John W. 
Taylor was tried a month ago. Of- 
ficial announcement of Taylor’s excom- 
munication was made last Wednesday, 
and there is authority for the expecta- 
tion that Cowley will be cast off by the 
church exactly as Taylor was. This ac- 
tivity is considered here as a de- 
termined effort by the church to rid 
itself of polygamy. 

Until 196 Cowley and Taylor were 
aposties and are today among the best 
known Mormons in Utah. Both are men 
Well past middle life and both are 
wealthy, Taylor being rated a million- 
aire. They were allowed to “résign” as 
aposties because of their opposition ‘to 
the woodruff manifesto against pol- 
yeamy, Taylor being charged with, hav- 
ing taken a second plural wife as long 
after the manifesto as 1896 and with per- 
forming plural marriages for others in 
Mexico. 

These apostles took the,stand that the 
Woodruff manifesto could only be of- 
fered to members of the church, its in- 
terpretation being a matter for the mem- 
_ bers themselves. Taylor, for his part, 
- Gecided and argued that while it might 
apply to the United States, it did not in 
other countries-—Mexico, for example, 
where he married a number of coupies. 
Cowley agreed with him to an extent 
that finally brought a protest from 
United States Senator Reed Smoot, an- 
other of the apostles, and on this protest

STUBBS TO INVOKE 
NEW EXCISE LAWS 


Penitentiary Sentence for Sec- 
ond Offense to Hold in Kan- 


sas Liquor Fight. 


TOPEKA, Kan., May 9.—Backing up 
his threat of Saturday that he would 
call out the militia if necessary to 
enforce the prohibitory law, Gov. W. R. 
Stubbs said today: 

“Kansas has tolerated the boot-leg- 
ger, speak-easy, basementy attic and 
every other kind of liquor violator too 
long. It must stop. These fellows are 
going to be driven ‘out of business and 
they are going to stay out.’ 

The term law becomes effective next 
week, and under it a boot-legger may 
be sentenced to the penitentiary gave a 
second offense.

At a mass meeting of Maplewood citi- 
zens Monday night a demand was made 
upon the Board of Education for the 
reinstatement of the eleven school 
teachers and the principal, Perry Allen, 
who were dismissed by the board two 
weeks ago. 

A committee comprised of D. B. Mc- 
Ccnnell, Henry Niederloh, James Bal- 
lard, B. B. Custer and Andrew Eheneke 
was apopinted to investigate all of the 
acts of the Board of Education during 


the past two years. The board was 
criticised: for the unsettled condition of 
affairs in the Maplewood schools. 

It was charged that the Board of Edu- 
cation and Supt. Robertson had been 
subjecting the teachers to humiliating 
investigations, and that the methods 
pursued were similar to the third de- 
gree. It was charged that the super- 
intendent encouraged teachers to spy on 
one another and report to him, and that 
the janitor was instructed to watch the 
teachers and report to the superintend- 
ent. 

A committee appointed at a previous 
mass meeting -reported that Superin- 
tendent Robertson was an unsatisfac- 
tory man for.the head of the Maple- 
wood schools. The committee declared 
in its report that members of the Board 
of Education had acted in the capacity 
of attorneys to the superintendent and 
that the treatment of teachers was not 
fair. The report was made by George 
W. Boswell, J. R. McMullen,, William 
H. Neiderloh, O. W. Hutchinson and 
Thomas A. Hetherington. It was unan- 
imously approved. by the mass meeting. 

The women of Maplewood will take 
steps toward the employment of an at- 
torney to ascertain whether legal action 
may be taken to compel the board to 
reinstate the teachers. This question 
will be discussed at a meeting of the 
Mothers’ Club at the home of Mrs. Ma- 
tilda Walker May 24.

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Col. the Hon. Edmund Burke, allas-— 
no, that isn’t the right word—otherwise 
known as Maj. the Hon. Fitzroy de la 
Poer Beresford, was released from the 
Federal Penitentiary at Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kan., Tuesday, according to a 
dispatch to the Post-Dispatch. 

Burke, or Beresford, was sent to Fort 
Leavenworth from St. Louls, after a 
series of performances like those by 
which ‘“‘Lord’’ Barrington first attracted 
attention here. 

Like Barrington, he duped a young 
woman of good family into marrying 
him on the representation that he was 
a titled Englishman, and Ake Barring- 
ton, he served a workhouse sentence 
here. His prison sentence of three years 
was for the offense of impersonating a 
United States Secret Service officer. 

Last July Burke sent an order from 
Leavenworth to a New York furnisher 
for a dress suit case te cost $100. The 
sult case was adorned with a compli- 
cated monogram made from the ini- 
tials of his longer and more fussy 
name, the Beresford one. He paid for 
it in five-pun’ notes of the Bank of 
England. 

Came Here on Honeymoon. 

Burke came here in October, 1907, on 
his honeymoon. He had married in 
Denver, a week after their first meeting, 
Miss Leila Ball of Decatur, Ill.; a di- 
vorcee whose maiden name had been 
restored. The prospect of being the 
Hon. Mrs. Burke and holding sway over
